into bankruptcy or into absorption by the 
trust. It owns many valuable patents. It is 
asserted that it will frighten competitors out 
of business by patent litigations which will cost 
huge sums. Its capital of $50,000,000 makes 
it an almost invincible enemy for other cor- 
porations. 

One of the most startling stories of the way 
in which the trust Mitends to pile on prices to 
the consumer relates to Chicago, where it en- 
tered into a combination to secure the con- 
tract for lighting the grounds and buildings of 
the Columbian Exposition. Only for a small 
flaw in the scheme the trust, it is claimed, 
would have overcharged the Exposition by the 
sum of $1,200,000. In other words, the trust, 
relying on its power and the absence, as it 
thought, of competition, sent in bids to do 
the lighting for $1,750,000, when the regular 
price for the work before the trust was forme 
would have been about $500,000. 

Fortunately a concern that it was expected 
would become a member of the trust—the 
only important competitor that could have 
done the work and that is not now absorbed, 
the Westinghouse company—changed its atti- 
tude, entered the field as a bidder, and the 
Exposition was saved $1,200,000. But how 
long will it be before the trust controls the 
entire electric-light industry of the country? 
If it had owned the Westinghouse company it 
would have secured the contract at an ad- 
vance of $1,200,000 over the price now paid. 
It can afford to take in the Westimghouse 
company at any price. The fate of independ- 
ent corporations in the presence of an active 
trust is usually that of a sheep or a pig where 
there is a healthy and hungry boa-constrictor 
in the same cage. 

Workings of the Scheme. 

Here are the facts of the scheme to increase 
rices more than 200 per cent in Chicago: The 
lectrie committee and the Committee on 

Grounds and Buildings of the Exposition ad- 
vertised for bids, The tenders to do the bulk 
of the work were furnished by four companies 
in the trust, which sent them in separately as 
if they were in competition. These com- 
panies, with the amounts they asked, were as 
tollows:. Thomson-Houston Electric com- 
any, $17.51 to 518.51 a lamp; Edison General 
Zlectrie company, $18.49 per lamp, and Brush 
Electric company. $17.77 a lamp. fhe Fort 
Wayne Electric company, also in the trust, 
bid $13.98 a lamp for certain lamps, which by 
reason of their position could be supplitd 
much more cheaply than the others. 

It will be seen that the first three bids are 
for amounts not far varying, and one would 
suppose that the market price for the work 
would be between $17.50 and $18.50. But the 
South Side Machine Works of Chicago, a 
concern that it was not expected would come 
into competition, put in a bid to supply the 
entire 93,040 lights required for $511,000, or at 
the rate of $5.49 a lamp. 

This was a vombsheli for the trust and for 
the managers of the Exposition. On making 
inquiries they discovered that Charles C. 
Lockstaedt, the proprietor of the South Side 
Machine Works, had made an arrange- 
ment with the Westinghouse Electric com- 
pany to supply the lamps. A gen- 
eral investigation was then held into the 
combination of the electric trust and George 
Westinghouse appeared before the Exposition 
comrnitteemen. He offered to assume the bid 
of the South Side Machine Works and they as- 
signed it to him, the committeemen saying 
that they would prefer to deal with the West- 
inghouse company direct. When the electric 
trust heard of these negotiations and the price 
at which Mr. Westinghouse offered to do the 
work it hurriedly put in a bid for $558,000, or 
$5.95 alight. This was still higher tham the 
bid of the Machine Wurks company, but the 
committee accepted it. Frederick Sargent, 
Electrical Engineer for the Construction De- 
partment, in explanation of this action, says: 

“The committee first rejected all bids. 
Then the Edison company put in new'bids at 
a lower rate. There are really only two com- 

nies that could do the work--the Edison- 
homson-Houston and the Westinghouse. Mr. 

Westinghouse also put in two new bids, but 
the last bid of the Edison company was lower 
than either and we have decided to close 
with it. Mr. Westinghouse urged us to re- 
advertise, saying that the Exposition 
could save money by so doing, but we 
decided not to, because the matter would ulti- 
mately come down to the Edison and West- 
inghouse companies; and, second, because we 
had reason to fear from the reported re.ations 
of these two great corporations that changes 
might be brought about in their aftitude 
toward each other by which the World’s Fair 
would be unfavorably affected, or that this

A Reconciliation Is Probabte. 


It is declared now that Mr. Westinghouse

The document has been kept in a 
safe deposit vault for additional safety.

Alma, today was strictly private. The re- 
mains were moved from Hotel Liverpool at 5 
o’clock this morning to the mortuary chapel 
of the church. At 2 p. m. Mrs. Astor, accom- 
panied by Mr. and Mrs, Orme Wilson, Mrs. 
Coleman Drayton, Miss Simrock, Mr. and 
Mrs. John Steward, and Miss Grace Wilson, 
arrived at the church. 

The coffin was covered with plain black 
cloth and decorated with silver and on it were 
crosses and wreaths, mostly of pansies tied 
with purple ribbons, A cross of white lilacs, 
gardenias, and violets was from Mr, 
John Steward. A wreath of pansies was from 
Gen. Meredith Read. Another was from W. 
F. Dana. A cross of exquisite yellow 
roses and violets was placed at the head of the 
coffin. A brief funeral service was read by 
the Rev. Dr. Morgan, assisted by the Rev. 
Mr. Massey. Shortly after the conclusion of 
the ceremony the coffin was conveyed to Gare 


St. Lazare and sent on to Havre for transpor- 


tation by La Bourgogne to New York. 

Mrs. Astor and Mrs. Coleman Drayton 
leave Paris at 1 o'clock tomorrow for Havre.

LAW FOR BANKRUPTS. 


THE TORREY BILL FURNISHESSUB- 
JECT FOR DEBATE, 


It Is Discussed in Detail at the Meeting of 
the Sunset Club—Azel F. Hatch Argues 
in Favor of the Measure as a Boon to 
the Honest Debtor—Dorr A. Kimball 
Holds It to Be Both Unwise and Un- 

| mecessary—The Arguments Presented 

For and Against. * 

The merits and demerits of the Torrey 
Bankru} bill were discussed before the 
Sunset club at the Grana Pacific Hotel last 
night. The affirmative side of the question 
was debated by Azel F. Hatch, who held that 
the proposed law would benefit the honest and 
result in an injury only to the man who at- 
tempted to defraud his creditors. 3 

Dorr A. Kimball took the opposite view, 
and from the standpoint of a credit man 
argued against the measure on the basis of 
let well enough alone.” : 

* F. Hatch, speaking in favor of the bill, 
said : | . 

In the determination of the advisability of en- 
acting this law it is necessary first to consider 
whether any bankruptcy law is desirable and 
beneficial. Under the present system the in- 
solvent laws of the several States are the subject 
of great confusion. The laws of ‘no two States 


are alike. The jurisdictioh of the laws of any 
State are necessarily limited. The law of a State, 


= 


may provide for the distribution of an insolvent’s 
property ; may r —— him from imprisonment 
or debt. and may discharge him, if he is a citi- 
zen of the State, from indebtedness to any other 
citizen of the same State, while such State law 
was in force so far as to make his discharge a 
protection in the courts of that State. But there 
is no power in the laws of one State to bind cred- 
tors residing in another State. The insolvency 
laws of the several States are moreover incom- 
plete. Some of them provide for the discharge of 
the insolvent and others do not. Some of these 
laws provide only for voluntary proceedings, that 
is to say, proceedings by the debtor, himself. 
Under the laws of Illinois an insolvent can give 
preferences to his creditors by which the whole 
or the * of his property may be swept 
away, leaving the remaining creditors without 
any practical remedy. 
The Torrey, bankruptcy law has been introduced 
in both houses of Congress, and is under consider- 
ation by the proper committees. At the last ses- 
sion of Congress it passed the Honse and was re- 
orted upon favorably by the committee of the 
senate, but failed to become a law for the reason 
that it was not reached upon the Senate calendar. 
The law itself has been very carefully orepared; 
has n very extensively discussed ; has n re- 
peatedly revised, and has recommended by 
numerous representative organizations all over 
the United States. I know of no piece of legisla- 
tion which bears upon its face such evidences of 
painstaking in its r The terms used in 
the law are carefully defined, the meaning is clear 
and certain, and the statement concise. Where 
language has been‘used a second time,the phrases 
are the same, avoiding the confusion incident to 
the use of different language. 


Objections to the Old Law, 


The mast commonly expressed objections to the 
old Bankruptcy law were the delays in the ad- 
ministration of estates and the enormous ex- 
penses of such administration. It is one of the 
distinguishing features of the Torrey bill that it 
is formed from beginning to end with the view of 
enforcing speedy and economical administration. 
Under the old law the procedure was not such as 
to facilitate the administration of estates, and 
the officers who were charged with such adminis- 
tration were interested in a financial way in pro- 
longing such administration. Every step taken, 
every order entered, every notice sent was for a 
large fee which accumulated into large sums. 

I therefore contend that the Torrey bankruptcy 
bill should become a law, for the reason that it 
provides for the pro rata distribution of estates 
among creditors; use it prevents dishonest 
men from swindling their creditors; ause it 
will protect the assets of insolvents from the 
depredation of persons holding fraudulent claims; 
because it will compel a full disclosure by the 
bankrupt of the whereabouts of ‘assets and con- 
cerning all matters pertaining to his estate; be- 
cause it events the unfair appropriation of 
assets through the instrumentality of judgments 
by confession ; because attachments given by con- 
nivance can be set aside by honest ereditors; and 
because it gives creditors ample opportunities to 
investigate the transactions of their debtors and 
to secure such part of the assets as they are 
equitably entitled to; because it will punish per- 
sons who obtained on credit goods of one person 
in order to pay another, or who obtained goods 
upon credit without the intention of paying any 
one; because it makes it a crime to secret, con- 
ceal, remove, mutilate, or falsify books and writ- 
ings relating to property, and because it punishes 
with fine and imprisonment the bankrupt who 

property or makes any false state- 
ments in relation thereto. 
I am, moreover, in favor of the Torrey law be- 
cause I. believe it will be expeditious and eco- 
nomical in administration; it will prevent fraud- 
ulent preferences. It will furnish an equitable 
distribution of the assets of the insolvents to their 
creditors pro rata; it will discourage dishonest 
credits and punish swindlers; it will give to the 
honest and unfortunate debtor a new object and 
a new incentive toeffort by securing discharge 
from debts which he can never pay. and which 
prevent him from engaging in anything but cleri- 
cal and menial employments. Such a law cannot 
fail to promote the general welfare. It will give 
confidence to the men who handle the sommerce 
of the country. It will encourage credit to hon- 
est men, give confidence to trade, diminish fail- 
ures, and add to the welfare of the community, 


Dorr A. Kimball's Protest, 
Dorr A. Kimball spoke from the standpoint 
ot antoganism to the bill. He said: 


Were I to discuss the general question, Do we 
at this point of time in the Nation’s history need 
or want a General Bankruptcy law?’ my argu- 
ment would be comprehended in a warning of 
just three words, Let well-enough alone.” For 
assuredly never before in the history of the 
United States of America has 1 been so 
great and so universal. Never before has there 
been so little need of, or call for, a measure of 
this kind by the class of persons supposed to be 
personally interested in the existence of such an 
act. 7 | 

The Torrey bill confessedly belongs to and pro- 
poses to establish the same sort of a system that 
bas been three times rejected; nay, repealed with 
indignation by our Representatives in Congress at 
the demand of their constituents, and should 
therefore, it seems to me, be refused atrial. But 
the curious claim is made for it that it is a re- 
markable discovery in the machinery of law, a 
new patent arrangement, and therefore should be 
given a trial. But I fear even this small merit 
must be denied it. I am no lawyer. but I can read 
what lawyers say of it, and in reply to a letter 
asking their opinion one of the ablest and best 
equipped firms of commercial lawyers in the West 
replied: ‘* The Torrey bill has ali the old fauits of 
all the heret fore tried-and-found-wanting bank- 
ruptcy acts— much machinery—too many pro- 
ceedings—too many officials, and too much of 
everything costly.” : 

It is an established fact, known at. least among 
credit men, that a large part of all the failures 
are fraudulent, and with the aid of a law dis- 
charging the bankrupt the temptation to fraud, 
already great, would be so increased as to be 
irresistible to many. These men ought, in the 
interest of honesty and safety in business, to be 
kept out of trade, as the community is better off 
without them. My experience as a credit man is, 
that it is a rare thi for a competent merchant 
who has conducted his business honestly and told 
the truth when applying for credit to fail 
to receive when in difficulties such help from 
those already his creditors as to place 
him upon his feet and enable him to 
recover his losses. We have had and are having 
many such cases, but this resource of the unfor- 
tunate trader would be absolutely cut off should 
the Torrey bill pass, for with its double, reflex, 
back-action clause (Sec. 59 b) rendering it possi- 
ble to invalidate any transactions made or securi- 
ties given within, say four months of the time tie 
debtor takes the benefit of the act, or is thrown 
into bankruptcy by envious rivals, it would pre- 
vent any such 1 being extended to him, and 
every temporary difficulty would prove inevitably 
destructive and subject undeservedly thousands 
of honest traders to the shame and disgrace 
which always has and always will attach to those 
who take the benefit of the act. 

Again I object to the Torrey bill because it is not 
and does not pretend to be and cannot be made 
uniform in its operation. This alone is a fatal 
objection and has the * of no less a lawyer 
and statesman than Webster, the “great ex- 
pounder” himself. Sec. 44 (a) of the Torrey bill 
provides that any person who owes debts except 
a national bank, shall be entitled to the benefits 
of this act as a voluntary bankrupt. This excep- 
tion at once kills a uniformity as to the voluntary 
part of the law. The same section (b) does the 
same thing in regard to the involuntary bank- 
rupt by excepting, first, a national bank, second. 
a person engaged chiefly in farming or the tillage 
of the soil, and, tpird, a wege earner, and, in ad-

SALARY-GRABBERS NEED NOT APPLY. 

Several days ago Tun Trisunz published a 
letter from a well-informed correspondent 
calling attention to the peculiar methods re- 
sorted to by the present State Auditor. As 
Mr. Pavey is a candidate for renomination by 
the Republican State convention which meets 
at Springfield next week, it was expected that 
he would make some answer to the charges 
made against him. He has chosen not to re- 
ply to them. The inference is that the accusa- 
tions Pannot be refuted. That being the case, 
Mr. Pavey stands condemned. The Repub- 
lican leaders throughout the Stute must take 
note of the charges, which are briefly as fol- 
lows: 

(1) That Mr. Pavey has seist to 
his owh use the sum of $5,000 per annum ia 
excess of the sum allowed him by law ($3,500) 
for the discharge of his duties as Auditor.”’ 

(2) That he bas not presented to the Legis- 
lature, as required by law, a report of the fees 
and expenses of the insurance department of 
his office, and that he has not turned into the 
State Treasury, as required by law, the fees 
edllected by him as “‘ Insurance Vom mission- 
er ”’—a title, by the way, which 97 has used 
without authority. 
(3) That in 1889 he een fees 
amounting to $300 for serving as ex-officio 
member of the State Board of Equalization 
11 days; that in 1890 he collected $320, though 
the record shows that he put in an appearance 
only 13 times in his ex-officio capacity; and 
that he collected $320 last year for 11 appear- 
ances, 

All these offenses are strictly prohibited by 
the law and by the Constieution, which pro- 
vides that he shall receive for his services a 
salary to be established by law, which shall

They rested so long that 
the subscription list was lost and the corner- 
stone was stolen, and that was the end of the 
Washington monument, Itis to be hoped no 
such fate awaits the Grant monument scheme.

SUBSERVIENT DEMOCRATS OF ILLINOIS. 

The nub of the tariff policy of the Demo- 
crats of this State is contained in the foliow- 
ing extract from their platform: 

We indorse to the fullest extent the patriotic 
administration of Grover Cleveland, and declare 
without reservation our full and complete ap- 
proval of the views contained in his message to 
Congress on the tariff of 1387. 

The most authoritative exponent of the 
views of Mr. Cleveland is Senator Mills of 
Texas. He is the interpreter and expounder 


. Of the oracular utterances of the stout gentle- 


man from New York. The Mills idea of a 
perfect tariff is one which shall benefit the 
South and its industries and injure those of 
the North. He entertains in 1892 the views of 
the slaveholding South Carolina statesme& of 
1882, and he has an obsequious Northern De- 
mocracy behind him now as McDuffie had 
then. Nothing has changed, either North or 
South, in sixty years. 

The policy which Senator Mills desires to 
carry out, of which there were foreshadowings 
in his bill of 1888, and which was clearly stated 
in his speeches in the Northwest during the 
campaign of 1890 and in Ohio during that of 
1891, is to collect che customs revenues of the 
government from ‘a few articles not raised in 
this country, such as tea and coffee, or grown 
here to a small extent, such as sugar. If the 
receipts do not meet government demands the 
deficiency is to be covered by an income tax. 
The manufactures of the cheap-labor coun- 
tries of Europe are to be admitted duty-free, 
thus depriving American workingmen of em- 
ployment or forcing them to reduce their 
wages, and consequently their manner of liv- 
ing, to the European standard. 

The adoption of such a policy as this would 
mean the destruction or serious crippling of 
the manufacturing interests of the United 
States. These are mainly at the East, and 
yet, strangely enough, the Northern Democra- 
ey is more powerful there than in the agri- 
cultural West. This city is becoming a great 
manufacturing point, and yet it is on the 
vote of the w orkingtmen of Chicago that the 

| Democrats ay to carry the State. They ex- 
| pect no assistance from the farmers, There 
is reason to doubt, however, whether the 
| Democrats can win on their Mills platform. 
They tried to elect their President in 1888 on 
the comparatively mild Mills bill and failed. 
There is nothing to ‘show that a dose of un- 
adulterated free trade will be swallowed by 
those who refused to take it in a diluted form 
four year#ago. 

As the Illinois Democrats, with no economic 
views of their own, apparently, take those dic- 
tated to them by Southern masters, so they 
have no candidate of their own, but are eager 
to take one from among their Eastern bosses. 
They prefer to take for the head of their ticket 
a man as far removed as possible from the 
prairies of the West. South Carolina fur- 
nishes them ideas and Wall street men. There 
is no trace of originality or independence 
about the Démocrats of this State. They are 
satisfied to tread in the paths of their fathers, 
and be the political slaves of the East and the 


economie servants of the South. 


It was announced by some of the local 
Democratic papers that the Western Demo- 
crats were going to free themselves. The 
Bourbons who ran the Illinois convention is 
sued no emancipation proclamation. They 
announced that it was their belief that the 
sources of Democratic strength are the votes 
of the Solid South and of the district around 
New York Bay, and that they do not think 
it is worth while to make an appeal to the 
West for support by taking a candidate or a 
creed from that part of the country. 


RAVACHOL AND ANARCHY, 

The people of Paris, who are used to sud- 
den explosions of violence, for once are in a 
panic over the operations of Ravachol and his 
followers.

The police look on in 
despair, and.the public is as clamorous now in 
decrying their inefficiency as it was loud last 
week in congratulations in the other direction, 
Foreigners are leaving the gay city, not know- 
ing what restaurant, hotel, or public building 
may be the next target for bomb-throwing. 

Meanwhile Ravachol and Simon have been 
tried and sentenced to penal servitude for life. 
Their thres accomplices have been released. 
There is no question that the jury was so in- 
timidated by threats it dared not consign this 
ruffian and his young associate to the guillo- 
tine. It was a confession of cowardice which 
will encourage the bomb-throwers to further 
acts of violence. It is likely that Lhérot, the 
waiter, who has been the hero of the hour and 

‘the recipient of gifts from the people and 
honors from the government for designating 
Ravachol to the police, will be the next victim, 
as his life has been threatened, and Ravachol’s 
friends wili not rest until they have hunted 
him down. The sentence of the jury was a 
fatal mistake. The man Ravachol is not 
so much an Anarchist as he is an assas- 
sin, a human beast. He is not so much 
animated against law, goverttment, dr capital 
as against his own kind. His victiths thus far 
have not been persons of wealth but of the 
bourgeoisie.’ His father, grandfather, and 
great-grandfather were murderers, and each 
one of them perished on the scaffold, as Rav- 
achol should have done. He 1s possessed with 
the desire for human blood, and should have 
had no more sympathy than a mad dog. The 
explosion on the Boulevard Magenta was the 
least of his crimes. He has, by his own con- 
fession, murdered women and children for tne 
mere pleasure of doing so, and gloats over his 
crimes. He is a being moved Dy criminal in-

If 
he ever were an Anarchist he is one gone in- 
sane from the brutality,of his desires, And 
this personification of devilishness | has been 
adopted by the Gallic Anarchists as their 
ideal! It is not an encouraging spectacle that 
the jury wasterrified by this wretch. It may 
result in more violénce and blood, but the end 
cannot be far off, The French people will 
rise and stamp out these ruffians as they have 
stamped out revolutionists and Communists. 
They will take the Anarchists at their word 
and throttle them without law. They have 
forfeited its protection by their own declara- 
tions. 2 5 

Tun Philadelphia Times says that several 
of the New York papers exhibit little regard 
tor the equity that should be accorded to all 
coal consumers. They complain of the ad- 
vance in the price of anthracite coal in the va- 
rious markets outside of Pennsylvania, but 
ignore the fact that for several years past they 
have been receiving coal almost uniformly at 
a price not exceeding the cost of manufact- 
urers and other consumers in Pennsylvania, 
And thesame remark holds good for consum- 
ers in Boston and even as far west as Chicago. 
“Thus Pennsylvania has been the pack-horse 
to save our coal transportation lines from 
bankruptcy, while New England, New York, 
and Western consumers of anthracite coal have 
rarely paid more than its actual cost, and at 
times have received it at less than the prime 
cost of mining and transporting.” The Times 
hints it as probable that any other State than 
Pennsylvania possessing such a boundless 
treasure would have made the whole continent 
pay tribute to it. “But “#ennsylvania has gone 
on blindly for years in cut-throat competition 

and its own consum- 

ers have paid the only profit that has been 
realized by its coal producers and transport- 
ers. It says this insane policy has been 
stopped by what is commonly called the an- 
thracite coal combine, and it is stopped 
indefinitely.“ The people of other parts of 
the Union must hereafter pay for their an- 
thracite coal an increased cost that reasonably 
compensates for the difference in distance and 
transportation, and the sooner they appre-

DEEMING CHANGES SIS PLEA. 


He Wishes te Withdraw His Pilea of Not 
Guilty”—Is He “Jack the Ripper?” 

Metsovrne, Victoria, April 28.—The Judge 
to whom Mr. Lyle made application yester- 
day for a further adjournment of the trial of 
his client, Frederick Bailey Deeming, today 
refused to grant any further postponement, 

The demeanor of Deeming when he was ar- 
raigned for trial in the Central Criminal Court 
was far different from his conduct at the in- 
quest. Today he was quiet and depressed, and 
looked very much disappoin when the 
Judge decided that no further delay would be 
granted. . 

After the jury had been selected and the 
usual formalities complied with, the public 

rosecutor began his opening speech, in which 

e.arrayed with almost irresistable force all 
the facts in connection with the murder of the 
prisoner’s wife. Deeming listened closely to 
the prosecutor’s speech, paying no attention 
to the crowd that thronged the court-room 
eager to see the criminal whose many evil 
deeds have brought him world-wide notoriety. 
All the witnesses who had testified at the Cor- 
oner’s inquest were present. Evidence was 
given as to the finding of the body of Mrs. 
Williams, for so the name runs in the indict- 
ment, under the flooring of the empty house 
at Windsor. Se 

Dr. Muliens testified that in his opinion the 
woman had been struck a violent blow on the 
head prior to the cutting of her throat. A 
number of witnesses gave evidence to estab- 
lish the identity of the dead woman. Some of 
the passengers on the steamer Kaiser Wilhelm, 
on which Teomisie and his wife came out from 
Engiand, testified that Deeming appeared to 
treat his wife kindly on the voyage. 

Counsel for the prisoner asked the Judge to 
disregard the plea of not guilty previously 
entered by Deeming.

Inmates of Industrial Schools for Canada 

Fifty stalwart lads, whose ages range from 
18 to,17 years, have just started for Canada, 
under the auspices of the Children’s Aid Soci- 
ety, which defrays the cost of clothing and 
passage, amounting. to about £13 ($65) for 
each boy. The majority of the youths will go 
direct to Winnipeg, whence they will distrib- 
ute themselves, it is understood, throughout 
the Northwest provinces. Cynics predict, 
however, that the most of them will speedily 
find their way to the large citiés of Canada 
and the United States, where they will be like- 
ly to resume the kind of life that has indirect- 
ly led to their expatriation. Nearly all the 
boys have been inmates of industrial schools 
either as a consequence of crime or paternal 
neglect. Critics of this sort of assisted emi- 
gration argue that Canada is entitled to have 
a better class of persons sent out from the 
mother country. They also complain that 
nobody thinks of helping lads of stainless 
character to get homes in the New World, the 
efforts of the. charitable in this respect being 
almost exclusively lavished on persons from 
whom it is unreasonable to expect good 
results,

HENRY GRIZZARD SPEEDILY LYNCHED. 


A Tennessee Mob Metes Out Justice to a 
Negro Assailant—Others arrested, 

NasRvttLn, Tenn., April 28.—[Special.]— 
Misses Mollie and Sadie Bruce, daughters of 
Mrs. Lee Bruce, keeper of a toll-gate near 
Goodlettsville, were assaulted by two negroes 
at a late hour last night at 
their home. The negroes, who itt 
is believed were accompanied by others, 
broke open the door of the room occupied by 
several friends who were watching at the bed- 
side of Mrs. Bruce's youngest daughter and 
took $8, all the money in the house. They 
then leveled pistols at the women and com- 
pelled the Misses Bruce to go into another 
room. Here they were assaulted, although 


they made a desperate resistance. After the 


assault the negroes fled and the women in- 
formed the nearest neighbor of the crime. In 
a short time every man in the neighborhood 
was aroused, and after arming himself started 
in search of the negroes. A certificate issued 
to Henry Grizzard, colored, was found near 
the dor of the room where the negroes had 
assaulted che girls, and believing that 


Grizzard was one of, the assailants he was 


arrested and made a cunfession, implicating 
Mack Harper, colored. Grizza was then 
taken from Sheriff Hill and led to a tree near 
the sce of the crime and hanged. A 
placard on his breast threatened with death 
any one who cut down the body before 
midnight tonight. Mack Harper was 
arrested, but protested his innocence and 
claimed that Grizzard was his enemy and im- 
plicated him for spite. He was given into 
the custody of officers. John Grizzard and 
Eph Grizzard, brotbers of the man who was 
hanged, were then arrested, and Will 
Hatch and Grooms, two ne- 
groes who were regarded with suspicion’ 
but against whomr no evidence was ad‘luced, 
were ordered to leave Tennessee befo.e sun- 
rise. Detective Morton started for Nashville 
with Mack Harper, but the mob deter- 
mined to bring back the prisoner and 
chased the officer for some dis- 
tance..

The canvas, 
grease, and paint of the scenery was like so 
much oil before the advance of the flames, and 
great volumes of heavy, stiflmg smoke were 
rolling over and underneath the stage. It is 
Mr. Yale’s belief that the unfortunate men 
and women who are beneath the ruins ran 
towards the stairway that~led up into the 
flames. 

Thomas Lorella, the dead gymnast, met his 
death in a heroic attempt to save the life of 
his wife. When the fire broke out he easily 
made his escape from tne dressing-room and 
reached the street in safety. He supposed 
that his wife had p him and was safe. 
Not finding her in the street he returned to 
the alleyway leading into the rear of the the- 
ater. It was filled with smoke and the flames 
were beginning to break out of the roof of the 
theater. Turning to a friend he said: “I'll 
see if she is safe if it costs me my life.” 
Without heeding the remonstrances of the 
people standi about him he plunged into 
the alleyway and disappeared. 

No attempt at rescuing the bodies has been 
permitted as yet, owing to the dangerous con- 
dition of the ruins. Two additional missing 
ure reported tonight, making nine people who 
can not be accounted for since the fire. They 
are George E. Thatcher, a machinist, and 
Frederick Ampher, 12 years old, of Manayunk, 
who left home to attend the Central Theater 
last night and failed to return.

tended. But unfortunately the league considered 

it had quite enough to do in attending to the 
events on the track, and after repulsing Mr. 
horne’s offer though not unkindly, it reeom- 
mended that the Century Road Club of America 
approach the matter and make it their special 
province. That was all very well, but the league 
did not pause to consider that the Century Road 
Club of America had no existence in fact as an or- 
ganization which could shonlder such a gigantic 
undertaking. In the first place it had no regular- 
ly elected K In the second place it soon be- 
came apparent that the rules, which might well 
have suited the league, were not at all suitable to 
the club. Something had to be done, and at once, 
* sport of road racing was to be redeemed of 
present imperfections and given the exact care 
to which its magnitude entitles it. the unoffi- 
cial head of the Century club it devolved upon 
Mr. William Herrick to stir himself and capture 
the honor which lay to his hand and could be o 
tained by the mere reaching for it. Mr, 2 
signified his willingness to codperaté with him, 
and last — the two met together and ex- 
hausted every phase of the situation before con- 
cluding to make the venture which .everybody 
expects they will successfully accomplish within a 
very short time, Tonight. or tomorrow at the 
latest, Mr. Herrick will notify every one of the 
members of the Century club of the intention 
to elect national officers to control road racine in 
the States and request each one of them to pre- 
sent his choice for President and members of the 
new racing board. This will bring matters to a 
focus. The moment, the club can show a 
clear title to an organic existence Mr. Thorne 
will, with tire assistance of the club and its prac- 
tical road racing men in the revise the 
original rules and fit them kor 
government of this important branch of 
wheeling. Already itis clearly understood that 
the club will have division championships, sec- 
tional championships, abt four broad territorial 
championships of the North, the South, the East, 
and the West. And, finally, to spur each division, 
— * and territory to its t endeavor, there 
will be a national championship. Records will 
be noted as keenly and as well authenticated as on 
the track, aad with the influence of the spread- 
ing sport will come what every man, Whether he 
rides a wheel or not, so devoutly praye for, better 
roads. The records made on asphalt will be con- 
sidered, but over any natural course the speedy 
men may spin, and, providing they are clocked by 
officials of the new management, receive the re- 
ward their efforts carn. Trophies of value will 
be offered for the encouragment of this depart- 
ment of the sport and a determined effort made 
to compass its deliverance from the confusion 
wh * now surrounds it. It is a wise move timely 
made.

The 8 Court Affirms the Decision 
ef the Court Below in Denying the 
Petition for a Mandamus to Compel the 
Chicago Journeymen Plumbers’ Pro- 
tective and Benevolent Association to 
Restore F. J. Beesley to Membership— 
Court News. 

The Appellate Court filed an opinion in the 
case of F. J. Beesley against the Chicago Jour- 


| heymen Plumbers’ Protective and Benevolent 


Association, which treats on the rights of 
trade unions to expel a member. Beesley 
filed a petition for mandamus to compel the 
association to reinstate him as a member. 
He gained his membership March 9, 1891, by 
representing himself to be a journeyman 
plumber and an efficient workman. The fol- 
lowing month charges were made against him 
and he was expelied. The association de- 
clared that Beesley was a bricklayer and that 
he was not injured by the expulsion. Judge 
Shepard says there were definite charges pre- 
ferred, full notice of them given, and the ac- 
cused refused to submit to the very mode of 
trial invoked by him, and acknowledged to the 
committee that he had never served an ap- 
prenticeship at the trade. To permit an in- 
efficient workman in an organization of skilled 
workers to continue therein is well calculated 
to work destruction to the’ corporate objects 
of the association. The power of expulsion 


| for such an offense is inherent in the associa- 


tion. The court below in deciding against the 
petinoner is affirmed. Judge Gary adds: “I

The Appellate Court has decided that W. L. 
Prettyman and Henry H. Bishop were not 
partners in the banking or the lumber busi- 
ness, and the County Caurt's decision has 
been reversed. The National Bank ot Osh- 
kosh, the Union National Bank, and the Corn 
Exchange Bank of Chicago, as creditors, 
sought to hold Prettyman liable for their 
claims and not the 1 The County 
Court said this could not be done, as there 
was a partnership. The Appellate Court 
holds that the assets of the two concerns may 
be consolidated as belonging to Prettyman, 
and that the banks had a right to be treated 
as creditors of Prettyman only and receive 
pro rata with the creditors of Prettyman indi- 
vidually. The claim of the banks was allowed 
in the County Court against Prettyman’s se 1 2 
arate assets as distinguished from those of 
L. Prettyman & Co., to be paid only after his 
individual creditors were satisfied. Now the 
banks will come in with all other creditors. 


Favors the Attaching Creditors, 

A bill of interpleader brought by the Pullman 
Palace Car company against the creditors of the 
Onio and Western Coal and Iron company was 
decided by Judge Horton yesterday in favor 
of the attaching creditors. The Ohio and 
Western Coal ang Iron company made 
an assignment in 1889 and creditors at- 
tached a fund of $31,000 held by the Pullman 
company, which the latter deposited in court to 
have the creditors show their rights to the money. 
The court concluded yesterday to disallow the 
claim of the trustees of Gliddon & Curtis upon 
interest coupons for $111,515; and also upon an ac- 
count; to disallow the claims of James A. Hail as 
assignee and of the York Iron company, and to

ONE YEAR’S WORK AMONG THE NEEDY. 


What the School (hildren's Aid Society 
Has Accom plished. 

The School Children’s Aid Society has just 
closed its third year and its officers report 
satisfactory results. The Secretary’s report 
dwells upon the various forms of destitution 
the society is called to aid, making especial 
reference to the fact that the organization 
has taken upon itself the task of clothing des- 
titute school children. During the last winter 
773 of this class were given aid. 

A feature of the results of the work is the 
fact that of the 322 families investigated dur- 
ing the winter 22 were those of widows. In 
each case the size of the families would aver- 
age four or five chiidren. In this connection 
the Secretary’s report says:“ 

We wish to make a protest against life in a 
basement. If women are ever allowed a voice in 
municipal government let the first improvement 
be to abolish the abomination of basement tene- 
ments. The sky is free, space upward unlimited. 
Why burrow? When disease enters here it is 
rampant. In several of these families typhcid 
fever has held supreme sway during the entire 
winter. The diseases incident to childhood are 
doubly severe. With these forlorn surroundings 
next are tiie families of widowers, where the 
oldest girl is the housekeeper. In ten of these 
families the housekeeper is less than 14 years old: 
one 13 goes to school herself, taking a younger 
brother and sister. The average attendance at 
school is satisiactory, and the officer reports the 
house kept in a tidy manner. One of these little 
women of 12 was clothed by the society a few 
weoks since, entering school for the first time 
this year. Her mother had died fourteen weeks 
before. This child had been nurse as well as 
housekeeper.

B. E. Sunny Explains the Nature of the 
Edison and Thomson. Houston Deal. 

B. E. Sunny, Western Manager of the 
Thomson-Houston Electric company, was 
seen yesterday in reférence to the electrical 
combine deseribed in Tur Trreune dispatches 
from New York Thursday morning. He said: 

“It is simply a purchase by the General 
Electric company of the Thoroson-Houston 
and the Edison companies. The Edison stcck, 
amounting to $15,000,000, was taken at par. 
The Thomson-Houston stock was made up of 
$6,000,000 common stock, and $4,000,000 pre- 
ferred stock, both of the par value of $25. The 
common stock was taken at 60 the 
preferred at 25. The General Electric 
company capital is 350, 000.000, of which 
$35,000,000 is issued to pay for the stocks 
of the two companies purchased. The re- 
maining $15,000,000 is placed, in the treasury. 
The Fort Wayne Electric company is owned 
by the Thomson-Houston, and its position is 
yet unsettled, Probably it will be continued 
as an independent company, as it supplies 
goods which manufactures for a special line 
of customers. 2 

“The move, Mr. Sunny continued, is in 
the ature of economy. The two companies 
maintain costly offices in different cities. In 
Chicago each one occupies a big building. 
This heavy operating expense the consumer 
has had to pay. The forces will be consoli- 
dated and many outlays saved. The public 
will get the benefit of it. There is no inten- 
tion to raise prices. The Westinghouse com- 
pany is stili independent. We are pushing 
the overhead trolley system of electric transit. 
It is in use in a great. many of the cities of the 
country, Chicago and New York excepted.

FARES FOR THE FAIR. 


RAILROADS TRYING TO SANDBAG 
| IR EXPOSITION, 


The True Inwardness of the Crusade Against 
the Scalpers—Several of the Koads Anx- 
fous to Get an Exeouse for Refusing to 
Reduce Rates for the Exposition—Their 
Efforts Not Likely to Prevail—Rate on 
Agricultural Implements—St, Paul Earn- 
ings—Other Railway News. 


The railroad officials pretend to be much 
chagrined over the failure of the grand jury to 
indict the sealpers for violating che State law 
which prohibits the sale of railroad tickets by 
persons not regularly authorized agents of the 
roads. Some of them predict that 1t will 
prevent the imaking of low fares for the 
Columbian Exposition. The*wish seems to be 
father of the thought. Three or four of the 
roads are bitterly opposed to making any re- 
in passenger rates for the World's 
Fair. The representative of one of these 
roads stated recently that? there was no more 
reason for making reduced rates for jhe 
World's Fair, than there was for the hotels to 
make reduced rates. One or two of the rail- 
road officials, members of the Transportation 
Committee of the World’s Fair directory, are 
The attempt to 
have the scalpers indicted appears to have 
been animated more by the desire to keep up 
the rates during the World's Fair, than to 
drive the ecalpers out of the business. 

This plea about scalpers demoralizing the 
rates is all nonsense. If the railroads 80 de- 
sire the scalpers will not be able to handle 
their tickets, no matter how low the rates 


may be. A prominent railroad official said 


that without the aid and support from the 
railroads the scalpers could not make a living. 
All they have to do to prevent scalpers from 
manipulating tickets during the World’s Fair 
is to refrain from selling round-trip tickets 
and instead sell only one-way tickets. at half 
rates or less if found necessary. In addi- 
tion the railroads may run special excursion 
trains on certain days from leading points at 
extremely low rates. This, he said, would not 
only hel p to make the World’s Fair a success, 
but would give the railroads greater revenue 
than if they attempted to sandbag the Fair by 
holding up high rates, 

There is but little prospect that the sand- 
begging tactics of the few avaricious roads 
will prevail. There are half a dozen roads 
which are determined to make the rates as 
low as possible for the Fair, and they will 
join no combination which has for its object 
the maintenance 6f unreasonable rates dur- 
ing the Exposition. As soon as it is found out 
that a combination for the maintenance of 
high rates cannot be effected the roads now 
favoring the holding up of the rates will be 
the first ones to come to the front with ex- 
tremely low tariffs. ‘The best thing the rail- 
roads can do 1s to agree upon as low rates for 
that occasion as can possibly be made and 
adopt safeguards that will prevent their being 
manipulated by sealpers. Otherwise history 
will be repeated and the competiticn will be- 
come 80 active as to force the rates down to 
almost nothing. 


IMPURTANT RULING BY MIDGLEY. 


Rates Fixed on Agricultural Implements 
St. Paul to Chica¢o. 

To remove the uncertainty eegarding the 
rate that should be applied to Chicago and 
Chicago points on shipments of agricultural 
implements, in carlots, originating at Minne- 
apolis or St. Paul and destined to points east 
of Illinois, a ruling from Chairman Midgley 
was requested a short time ago. In render- 
ing his decision Chairman Midgley states that 
application was recently made desiring that 
the north-bound proportional rate be applied 
south-bound on shipments to Chicago locally 
as well as to Eastern points. Negatives were 
recorded because such rate would be less than 
is made north-bound on shipments from Chi- 
cago locally; also for the reason that associa- 
tion lines to St. Louis would want co make 
105 per cent of the reduced rate « that 
city, which would result in carrying 
lower rates from St. Paul to in- 
terior points in Iowa than the tariff 
from Chicago to the same Iowa points, not- 
withstanding the distance from this city would 
be less. To the proposition -to make south- 
bound the same proportionate, rates on ship- 
ments to points East that is applied north- 
bound as a proportionate rate, there seemed 
to be no objection. The establishment of a 
proportionate rate to or from Chicago does 
not involve the allowance of a corresponding 
rate to or from St. Louis. The right to make 
rates between St. Louis and St. Paul 105 per 
cent of rates between Chicago and St. Paul 
pertains to local rates. 

At the January meeting in 1889 of Western 
and Northwestern lines it was agreed that all 
lines should. be at liberty to quote the same 
rates on agricultural implements from St. 
Paul, Minneapolis, and Minnesota Transfer 
to Chicago as apply north-bound when the 
shipments are destined to points east of 
Chicago. 

No record has been discovered to show that 
the authority given as above has been set 
aside. The failure to exercise it rather seems 
to have been because no shipments were of- 
fered and amid the changes -subsequently 
made doubt arose as to the proper rate. 
Eventually members differed in their views, 
there being circumstances which supported 
the opposite impressions. 

In the opinion of Mr, Midgley, it seems, 
however, to bea question that should be re- 
garded from the equitable rather * the 
technical standpoint. The local rate south- 
bound corresponds with the locai rate north- 
bound. ‘If then, it be practicable for manu- 
facturers to place their implements in East- 
ern markets in competition with dealers lo- 
eated east of Illinois they should be afforded 
facilities to this city equal to those exteuded 
to Eastern parties to enable the latter to com- 
pete with manufacturers located in the North- 
west. In other words, Western roads should 
not discriminate against industries i@cated in 
their midst. 

Authority is therefore given on and after 
May 2to apply the proportionate rate of 20 
cents a 100 pounds on shipments of agricuit- 
ural implements in carlots from Minneapolis, 
Minnesota Transfer, or St. Paul to Chicago, 
destined to points east of the State of IIli- 
nois. 


In a Fair Way to Be Settled. 

The affairs of the United States Rolling 
Stock company are in a fair way to be settled. 
Judge Gresham yesterday allowed the Central 
Trust compapy to file a petition of interven- 
tion in the suits of some of the creditors and 
directed the company to file a bill to fore@fose 
the trust company’s mortgage. This mort- 
gage was executed by the United States Roll- 
ing Stock company to secure. debenture bonds 
issued to the amount of £500,000 and secured 
by the real estate and other property of the 
rolling stock company. There was a default 
in the payment of $54,000 of interest in 1891, 
and the mortgage became due. Similar pro- 


ceodings to foreclose the mortgage have been 


begun in New York City, and they are likely 
to end in a sale of the property. The only 
hinderance to a sale at present is the adverse 
claims of the holders of receiver’s certificates.
